Eight horses were burned to death 
when the stable of O. E. Hunt at Twen- 
ty-second and St. Charles streets was 
destroyed early Monday morning.

Their cries and struggles were heard 
until one after another succumbed to 
the fire.

The Commander-in-Chief of Cas- 
tro’s forces runs a fruit stand in Carac- 
as and objects to leaving his business 
to go to war, as he informed the Mili- 
tary Board, consisting of himself, when 
Venezuela was about to get into trouble 
with Great Britain. Unless some out- 
sider is willing to go to Venezuela and 
volunteer his services as an army. The 
Netherlands may find it impossible to 
start a battle. 

Minister de Reusch was ordered out of 
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Venezuela by President Castro because 
he undiplomatically attempted to force 
Castro to pay his debts. The head of 
the Venezuelan Government is chronic- 
ally opposed to paying anything. When 
Minister de Reusch intimated that un- 
less Castro came across he would re. 
quest a naval demonstration, President 
Castro replied, in effect, that if The 
Netherlands possessed a navy the Min- 
ister would better board it and go home. 
Exit the, Minister. 

Besides The Neth- 
erlands, Castro has 
defied such little 
Powers as the 
United States, Ger- 
many and Great 
Britain to - make 
him advance any- 
thing on his ac- 
counts. When the 
United _ States 
threatened to give 
him a spanking, 
Castro severed 
what were politely 
called “diplomatic 
relations’ by re- 
calling his Charge 
d‘Affa@ires, and 
practically invited 
Uncle Sam to come 
on with the spank- 
ing. 

Great Britain lately sent a collector 
to Caracas, but when Castro looked over 
the bill he placéd his thumb to his nose 
spread his fingers out fan-shaped and 
then asked John Bulli what ae was 
going to do about it. Great Britaia 
talked it over with Germany, Inspected 
the Monroe Doctrine, and conclud»d to 
do nothing at all. 

The Netherlands, however, has decided 
to send over all the vessels that are 
known to be seaworthy and attempt 
a collection, Monroe Doctrine or no Mon- 
roe Doctrine.

Sunday afternoon, be- 
tween 2 and 8 o'clock, Pfahler, Ora 
Ramsey and Dr. Puderer proposed to 
swim across the stream. The others 
accompanied them to the bank. The 
elder Ramsey tried’ to dissuade theni, 
but they laughed at his misgivings. 

Dr. Puderer plunged in and started 
across. The two young men gave her 
a good start and then followed her. Thir- 
ty feet from the shore Ramsey called to 
Pfahler that he was getting weak and 
asked for assistance.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—If Capt. 
Thomas 8. ‘Baldwin succeeds in fulfil- 
ling all of the requirements of the Gov- 
ernment in the tnal flignts of his mill- 
tary dirigible at Fort Myer, he will re- 
ceive $675, while Count Zeppelin will 
receive $600,000 from the German Gov- 
ernment if all the requirements are ful- 
filled by his airship. 

The Zeppelin machine is 26 times as 
large as Capt. Baldwin's dirigible. 

Yet Capt. Baldwin contends that in 
the craft which he has built for the 
army he has incerporated new ideas 
‘which will eventually be adopted by 
other nations in the construction of 
dirigibies. 


New Features itn Gas Bag. 
These new features are embodied in 


the gas envelope of Capt. Baldiwn’s ma- 
chine. Which differs widely from the 
Zeppelin, the Republique, the French 
dirigible, and the Nulli Secundus, the 
British military dirigible. 

By his own process of vulcanizing 

rubber, Capt. Baldwin claims he has 
obtained a material that‘ will stand a 
strain of % pounds to the inch strip, 
and which is not affected by either 
heat or Cold, In addition, there is prac- 
tically no elasticity to a gas bag made 
of this material, thus making a rigid 
balloon without the use of a frame. 
The rubber skin is lined on both sides 
with the best Japanese silk, adding con- 
ailderably to the strength of the envel- 
ope. 
' Midway between the ends of the gas 
bag, which is slightly over ninety feet 
jong, is a balloon net % feet long, into 
ehich air can be pumped to counterbal- 
ance the alterations in bulk due to

“Certainly,”’ she replied, “any wife 
should work for a salary who feels that 
she can benefit her home and children 
by doing so.” 

“But how many wives can do that?’ 
I asked. “I'll grant that the excep- 
tional woman—the woman. who can 
make from $50 to $100 a week—should 
continue to work after marriage if she 
marries a poor man, for she could un- 
doubtedly give her children most ad- 
vantages in that way. But considering 
the question broadly, isn‘t it better for 
the average woman—the wife’ who can- 
not make more than $8 or $10 a week— 
to remain at home?’’

She 
ran out of the door and started up a 
stairway on the outside of an adjoin- 
ing house, with Homza at her heels, 
As she started up the stairway he fired 
two more shots, and she fell dead, the 
body rolling to the ioot of the stairs. 

Homza ran away and has not been 
since seen. 3

children lived. He is well known in 
the Polish. colony, and was excepting 
his wife to arrive here soon from 
Poland.

No Special Work for Women. 


“T am not one of those people who be- 
lieve that certain work was allotted to 
each sex. We have men cooks, men 
window cleaners, men nurses. These are 
not so good as the women, though. 
Why should it be assumed that the wife 
is exclusively fitted to do these things? 
If the husband is a better cook than the 
wife I can see nothing ridiculous in his 
cooking the dinner. Do you believe that 
men were created to do one thing, wom- 
en another?’’ 

“Assuming creation,’’ I replied, ‘“‘the 
further back we go to it, the nearer 
we find the working woman. Man, in 
his natural state, doesn’t work. He 
paints his face, puts feathers in his hair, 
fights, and once-in a while catches a 
few fish. But it’s his wife who builds 
the fires, cooks the food, moves the 
tent—in fact, does all the work there is 
to do. 

“We can’t regard the existing cove- 
nant between men and women as hav- 
ing anything to do with creation. Isn't 
it just an agreement, a partnership, in 
which he says to the other: ‘I will work 
for you and protect you if you will care 
for my home, bear my children and 
bring them up?’ 

“Now, is the wife who goes out and 
works for a living true to that agree- 
ment?’’ 

‘That is what the man says, yes,”’ 
assented Mrs. Wells. “But what does 
he do? There are 2,000,000 little children 
working in the United States. There 
are 74,000 married women working in 
the cotton mills in Lancashire, England. 
Neither in England nor the United 
States does the law give the wife a 
right to a fixed percentage of her hus- 
band’s wages. In England it says 
vaguely, ‘Food and shelter.” Practically, 
it ls as much or as little as the husband 
chooses to give her. 

“Not every wife should work for a 
perhaps. The question is one 
for individuals to settle, and it should 
be settled, of course, by the individual 
mother’s idea of what will be best for 
her children. Don't you zink so?’

CONNETT THE TYPE OF LAWYER NEEDED. 
That an acceptable candidate for Circuit Attor- 
ney must be a competent lawyer will not be ques- 
tioned. The question is, What kind of a lawyer 
is he? 

Taking for granted the preliminary condition 
of legal equipment in the cases of several 'candi- 


dates, the consideration of choice must be— 
Which is the alert and active lawyer, the watch- 
ful lgwyer, the fighting lawyer? 

Connett’s equipment and experience are mani- 
festly equal to those of any of his rivals; superior 
to the qualifications of some. In point of legal 
education and familiarity with the law and its 
sources, and in experience with practice and pro- 
cedure, Connett is the equal and possibly the su- 
perior of any Circuit Attorney of recent times. 
His experience and knowledge of law are con- 
siderably broader than Folk’s were at the time 
he entered the office. 

But the vigilant and fighting type of lawyer 
as represented in Connett is what raises him high 
in public preference above his rivals. The law- 
yer who becomes Circuit Attorney; must be a live 
lawyer. He must be a lawyer of demonstrated 
purpose as well as capacity—not an easy-going 
practitioner who is “satisfactory” to the United 
Rallways Co. and the allied public utility cor- 
porations; or a merely clean and capable and 
amiable good fellow whom the greater public 
enemies and despoilers would regard complacent- 
ly, in the hope that he might content himself 
with the roygine of smaller prosecutions. A 
merely “respectable” administration of the Cir- 
eult Attorney's office is not enough. A bread 
poultice administration is not enough. 

There will be more for a Circuit Attorney to 
do than just to keep up with his dockets and con- 
vict the small fry who commit crimes of vio- 
lence. 

What the city of St. Louis demands now more 
than at any other time in its history is a mon- 
itor and defender against the great crimes of 
subtlety and stealth; and so the character, the 
integrity, the motives and the keenness of the 
man who is to occupy the watchtower become 
the vital considerations of public choice. 
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If Mr. Taft makes promises which the Repub- 
licans refused to put into the platform, What are 
the voters to think? Is Republicanism to be 
looked for in the official party platform or in 
the candidate’s speech of acceptance?

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MR. COWHERD AND THE OLD GANG. 

Mr. Cowherd has responded twice to the in- 
quiries of the Post-Dispatch relative to his at- 
titude, if elected Goyernor, toward the Police 
Department and the election machinery of Bt. 
Louis. In a public address he said that under 
his administration there would be no deputy 
governors in this city. In a letter to the Post- 
Dispatch, published yesterday, he said: 

You ask whether I can assure the people of 
St. Louis that in the event of my nomination and 
election Mr. Hawes will not be in control of the 
police establishment and election machinery of 
your city. I have no hesitancy in giving you 
that assurance. * * * TI appreciate the sup- 
port my friends have given me in this cam- 
paign and I would not, even to improve my 
chances for success, unjustly wound them, but 
I feel sure no true friend expects to influence my 
if I am elected, other than by advice 
which appeals to my judgment. I have promised 
the people of this State that, if I am elected, 
there will be no ceputy governors, and I shall 
keep that pledge. 

This expression is explicit and candid, and it 
will be accepted as a satisfactory reply to the 
particular questions propounded in these col- 
umns. Mr. Cowherd’s candidacy cannot fail to 
profit by it, for the people of St. Louis will not 
knowingly return to the regime which flourished 
here some years ago. 

To make his success at, the primaries doubly 
sure, Mr. Cowherd might with great propriety 
during the closing week of the contest give his 
fellow citizens some further assurances of his 
freedom from old gang influences. It takes all 
kinds of men to make up a political party, but 
in the councils of a great party only good men 
should be found. 

We look upon-Mr. Cowherd as the probable 
winner of the Democratic nomination. In the 
campaign that is to follow he will meet Attor- 
ney-General Hadley as a Republican’ opponent. 
If Mr. Cowherd has old gang affiliations they are 
certain to be exposed. If he has no such connec- 
tions it will be wise policy for him to emphasize 
the fact now.

The Beef Trust will tremble with a sickening 
fear when the news arrives that the St. Louis 
House of Delegates is going after it.

They 
may not get all of the Beef Trust, but/they will 
get enough of ft to support a jolly good time. 

Be it known to the outside world that the St. 
Louis House of Delegates is the perfect flower 
and fruit of modern municipal statesmanship. 
There is a fragrance about it, a perfume that 
suggests a strength which is more than a match 
for any of the Beef Trust’s. slaughter houses. 
The trust has won many victories, but if it is 
wise it will beat a retreat and not stay to face 
a frontal attack by the St. Louis House of Dele- 
gates. 
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Anyway, Mexico’ is making “good Indians” of 
some of her Papagos—as the Immaculate ranch 
battle proves that it can be done. 
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FUSSY AND FREAKISH PATERNALISM. 

Freak legislation has appeared in Louisiana in 
the shape of a statute making it a misdemeanor 
for a passenger to drink out of his own flask 
on a railway train. Trainmen are vested with 
authority as police officers to arrest or lodge a 
complaint. To make the freak more freakish 
the law is made inapplicable to stimulants taken 
with meals in a dining car. 

The motives for such fantastic legislation are 
probably various. There is a rooted conviction 
in many minds ‘that anything can be accom- 
plished by law. What a man or woman may eat, 
drink and wear is, in this view, within the power 
of a statute to prescribe and procure. A man 
may not drink out of a flask or may not drink 
at all, a woman must not use cosmetics or wear 
corsets, bedquilts must be of a law-made length 
and pattern. Personal habits are standardized, so 
to speak. 

This fussy paternalism betokens a superficiality 
of judgment, a levity of mind, not in keeping 
with the traditional American character of self- 
reliance, earnest purpose and intelligent political 
sense. It is an impertinent intrusion into legisla- 
tive work which tends to bring contempt upon 
legislatures and impair confidence in the mental 
and moral integrity of governmental organs. 

Nothing so quickly and surely relaxes ‘the po- 
litical fiber of a people as the enactment of leg- 
islation that cannot be enforced, and when such 
statutes proceed from mere personal prejudice, 
pique or whim, or worse, from a siily love of 
notoriety as a joker, the community is stricken 
with a despairing disgust. 

When clownish men crack their sorry jests in 
legislative assemblies the duty of members who 
have a public mind is to administer the obvious 
rebuke, and the man in the Governor’s office, if 
he is at all aware of his publit character, will 
not let such rubbish go past him. Government 
should not compete with dime museums. 
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Taft is said to “come out flatly” for the Roose- 
velt policies in his speech of acceptance—and 
that surely means a crushing weight of wide 
area. 
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TURKEY AND THE STEAM ROLLER. 
Abdul Hamid, Sultan of Turkey, again proves 
that he is not abreast of modern progress by 
yielding to the will of the people and placing in 
effect a new constitution that puts.an end to 





autocratic rule in his dominions. 


What Abdul Hamid lacks is an up-to-date ex- 
pert knowledge of how to operate a Steam Roll- 
er. President Rocsevelt, successfully working at 
the Chicago convention, furnished an illustrious 
example of the potency of a well-handied Steam 
Roller in shaping the will of the people. Un- 
doubtedly the weakling mollycoddie on Turkey's 
throne must have failed to read of this Roose- 
velt achievement, else he would surely have 
given a better account of himself in a clash with 
public sentiment.

A-BECKET AND THE EMIR’S DAUGHTER 
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A Crusader’s Escape and the Syrian Girl Who Followed Him

ARLY in the twelfth century a 
young Londoner named Gilbert 
a-Becket went to the Holy Land 

to take part in the second Crusade (one 
of the series of religious wars whereby 
European nations were trying in vain 
to win back Palestine from the Mahom- 
etans). Although he was a merchant 
and not by trade a fighting man, 
a-Becket became infected by the pious 
zeal that swept England and joined in 
the great enterprise. 

His adventure met with as little suc- 
cess as did the Crusades themselves. 
For he was taken prisoner in battle and 
became the slave of the Syrian Emir 
(prince) who captured him. There was 
scant hope of freedom in those days for 
the luckless European who chanced to 
be sold into slavery in Palestine. In 
rare cases such men were ransomed by 
wealthy friends. Far oftener they lived 
and died as slaves. The latter fate 
seemed certain for a-Becket. For he 
lacked influence to secure his freedom.

“Our haphazard methods of training 
served very well indeed so long as we 
had only each other to contend with. If 
we are to compete against the world. 
especially against such businesslike 
athletes as the Americans, with any 
hope of improving, we must be busi- 
nesslike, too. Then the question arises 
as to whether it is worth while to make 
a business of sport; probably it is not 
so we shall not go far wrong in the 
cause of true sport if we stick to our 
antiquated methods.”’

BERLIN, July 27.—Driver Shuster of 
the American Thomas car, which arrived 
here this morning ‘and departed almost 
immediately for Paris, charged that 
Lieut..

Brighton to Close With About $65,- 
000 in Clear From Gate 
Receipts.

NEW YORK, July 27.—Racing at the 
local tracks ends, Wednesday. On that 
day the meeting at the Brighton Beach 
course terminates and patrons of the 
sport of kings—now called ‘“‘the sport 
of Assistant District Attorney Elder’’— 
will have a three weeks’ respite from 
the affairs of the turf, while the thor- 
oughbreds gallop for glory and gold at 
Saratoga. 

While the track by the sea has not 
been a success from a racing standpoint, 
it has been a source of profit to its 
owner, W. A. Engeman. Its financial 
triumph was due to its policy of re- 
trenching in the matter of added money.
